Gl Bill’ Students 
Urged To Act 
Before July 21. 


Any World War II veteran in 
San Mateo County who has entitle- 
ment to education or training re- 
maining to him under the GI Bill 
of Rights had better take action 
immediately if he has any intention 
of using that entitlement in the 
future, according to Floyd D. Gran- 


Mateo County. 

The deadline date for the start of 
GI Bill training for most World 
War II veterans is July 25, 1951. 
If a veteran is not actually pur- 
suing @ course of study or training 
on that date (except for normal 
summer vacation) he forfeits all his 
future benefits in that respect. 

“It’s a case of ‘speak now or for- 
ever hold your peace’”, Granger 
Said. “And by ‘now’ I don’t mean 
next summer, In actual practice, a 
veteran just about has to be en- 
rolled for the spring term if he 
wants to continue under the GI 
Bill next fall and as long thereafter 
as his entitlement holds out, The 
veteran who waits another month 
or two may be out of luck.”

Civil Defense 


Typical Questions 
Of Communities 
Receive Answers 


Editor's note: This is the first 
in a series of two articles on local 
problems of civil defense. The sec- 
ond will appear on this page next 
week,

SACRAMENTO—“What are we 
expected to do?” 

This and numerous related ques- 
tions account for a large part of 
the daily mail received by tre state 
office of civil defense from ‘worried 
communities, large and small. 
throughout, the state. 

Answers to most of tine queries 
‘were made by Maj. Gen. Walter M. 
Robertson, state director of civil de- 
fense, in a comprehensive bulletin 
to mayors and chairmen of county 
boards of supervisors. 

Typical of the information sought 
by communities about their role 
in preparing for an atomic attack 
are the following questions and an- 
swers in the bulletin: 


Question—“If our town is out- 
side a designated target area can 
we forget about preparing for an 
atomic attack?” 

Answer—The primary objective 
of towns outside the target areas— 
industrial and metropolitan cen- 
ters—must be the support of these 
targets if they are attacked. Entire 
contiguous industrial and metropol- 
itan areas must be considered as 
units in defense planning. These 
units can be city-wide, cour.ty-wide, 
or region-wide. 

Question—“‘How far should we go 
in spending funds for civil defense 
before the federal and state govern- 
ments have established financial 
policies?” 

Answer—Necessary funds should 
be expended to set up the organiza- 
tion and complete plans. Appreci- 
able funds should not be expended 
for the procurement of civil defense 
material until its approval by the 
federal government. New federal 
specifications for such equipment 
will be announced in the near fu- 
ture. Until then, use existing equip- 
ment. 


Question—“Will the U. S._ civil 
defense office supply us with 
emergency radio equipment and 
emergency stand-by generators?” 
Answer—It is possible the federal 
government or the state may assist 
in purchasing communication equip- 
ment although no policy has yet 
been established. Meanwhile. it is 
felt that local civil defense organi- 

zations should plan their own com- 
munications systems and make nec- 
essary purchases . 

Question—“Who should receive air 
raid warnings?” 

Answer—Air raid warnings should 
be disseminated to a prearranged 
list of persons and activities. School 
superintendents and all individuals 
or agencies concerned with mass 
care should be included in such 
warning lists. 


Question—“How should air raid 
warnings be transmitted after 
they have been received?” 

Answer—The normal order of 
transmitting air raid warnings is by 
telephone, teletypewriter, or radio. 
However, any rapid and_ secure 
method is permissible. 

Question—“What is our responsi- 
bility with respect to organization 
and operation of the ground obser- 
vation corps?” 

Answer—It is contemplated at 
this time that local government will 
bear the expense of organizing and 
maintaining personnel for ground 
observation posts and filter centers. 
Observation posts will be under the 
direction of chief observers and the 
continental air command will be in 
charge of filter centers. 


Question—“What type of shelter 
is required for a ground observa- 
tion post?” 

Answer—The continental air com- 
mand states: “Any roof. house. Store, 
school, garage, or even the top of a 
hill where there is an unobstructed 
view in all directions and a private 
telephone is not more than 15 sec- 
onds walking distance away will 
meet the necessary requirements.” 

Question—“Are the federal and 
state governments going to assist 
financially in the establishment of 
control centers?” 

Answer—Whether such assistance 
will be forthcoming has not yet been 
determined. Pending a decision, 
communities should install normal 
communication facilities in their 
control centers. supplemented. if

LOOKING BACKWARD 


This is the thirty-fourth of a 
series of articles dealing with 
Menlo Park area history. 


Though three churcnes had been 
established in Mento Park before the 
turn of the century, it was not un- 
til after the city- was organized as 
a political unit in 1927 that another 
congregation organized to build a 
place of worship here. 

Until the dedication of Temple 
Beth Jacob facing Creek drive, in 
1933, there were no Jewish congre- 
gations meeting between San Fran- 
cisco and San Jose. 

There had been Jews on the Pen- 
insula prior to that time, of course, 
but these were scattered families 
who, on holy days, journeyed to the 
temples in the larger cities and at- 
tended observances there. 

In 1927, however—the automobile 


age being well advanced—there were | | 


enough persons of the Jewish faith 
residing in mid-Peninsula commun- 
ities to justify the holding of regu- 
lar meetings. 
IN GUILD HALL 

At first, there were carried out in 
private homes in Palo Alto and 
Menlo Park. As the years went by, 
however, the number of persons at- 
tending continued to increase until 
by 1930 meeting in homes became 
impractical. 

A solution to the problem of 
where to meet until a regular 
temple could be built was supplied 
by the deacons of the Trinity 
Episcopai church of Menlo Park, 
who offered the use of the Guild 
hall for Jewish worship services.
